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Jielded Life 


EXT, Rom. 6:13, “Yield yourselves 

unto God, as those that are alive 

from the dead, and your members as in- 
struments of righteousness unto God.” 


We are living in a day of specialization. 
The idea of a doctor who doctors all dis- 
eases as did the old time family physician, 
or a schoolteacher who teaches all sub- 
jects, has almost gone out of practice. 
The idea of one man being fit for every- 
thing or yielding himself to a multiplicity 
of trades, is just as out of order as the 
family doctor and country schoolteacher. 
Paul certainly realized the necessity of 
specializing when he said, ““This one thing 
I do.” It is, therefore, the duty of man to 
make this one thing—serving God and 
working for God—the paramount issue of 
his life. He can not do this unless he has 
entirely yielded himself into the hands of 
God. If, and when he does this, it gives 
him a leverage over all the powers of 
Satan and he can justly claim the right to 
resist the devil and see him go because 
he has submitted himself to God. 

There are certain things that a yielded 
life calls for, five of which we wish to 
mention, and we believe if these five are 
adhered to that they cover all phases of 
the yielded life. 

A yielded life calls for a yielded body. 
In Rom. 12:1 Paul states, “I beseech you 
therefore, brethren, by the mercies of 
God, that ye present your bodies a living 
sacrifice.” There is a doctrine that we 
may serve with the spirit and sin with 
our bodies, but we know this to be foreign 
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to the doctrine of God’s Word for we are 
told plainly that every sin which a man 
commits is without the body. However, 
because of the fact that the body is obedi- 
ent to the will does not do away with the 
divine injunction that we are to present 
our bodies to Christ. If our bodies are 
thoroughly yielded to Christ, we will not 
want to use them in any way or manner 
which would be unbecoming to the doc- 
trine of God and His Church. If every 
church member would adhere to this in- 
junction, our dress problems in the 
Church would be forever solved. If our 
bodies are yielded completely to God, our 
social problems in the Church will be 
completely solved and there will be no 
need to speak of those things 
should not be spoken of in public. And 
besides these others spoken of, a yielded 
body will also help in our trusting God 
for the healing of our bodies, for the 
body that is entirely yieided to God may 
receive a speedy recovery when out of 
order. 

Not only does a yielded life call for a 
yielded body, but it calls for yielded pos- 
sessions. In Acts 4:32 we read, “Neither 
said any of them that ought of the things 
which he possessed was his own.” We do 
not wish to insinuate that all of those 
who own property must sell that property 
and divide it among his fellow men but 
the Bible certainly does teach that there 
should be a mutual feeling and relation- 
ship one toward another among God’s 
people, that one would never see the other 
in need and shut up his bowels of com- 


which * 


passion against him. After all, nought 
that we possess in this life is our own. It 
belongs to God. He has only trusted us 
with it as stewards and He certainly re- 
quires of us that our administration of 
those things with which He has trusted 
us be administered in the fear of God and 
that the income which we derive from 
those things be spent and used wisely, not 
forgetting to pay Him the tithes which 
He has exacted of us. I am persuaded that 
where the members of God’s Church have 
their possessions entirely yielded to God it 
will entirely solve the financial problems 
of the Church, In this case one would be 
more anxious to take care of the house of 
the Lord and furniture for the house of 
the Lord and debts on property that be- 
longed to the Lord, than for things that 
promoted his own interest. Thus again we 
say that the financial problem of the 
Church would be solved. 


A yielded life calls for yielded time. If 
we are Christ’s our time belongs to Him. 
You have often heard people say, “I have 
more time than money.” But this is un- 
true, regardless of how little money one 
has. If we are God’s people, all of our 
time belongs to Him and He should get 
glory out of our lives every hour of the 
day. Even as we sleep our minds should 
be so upon Him that He can talk to us. 
You do not have to be a preacher, you do 
not have to be a singer, you do not have 
to even be a Sunday School teacher. God 
has a place for each of His children to 
work and if we yield our time to Him, 
He will find a place for us to work. There 
was a time when, in the holiness ranks, 
the young people felt lost because of little 
opportunity to work. The ladies likewise 
had a feeling that there was little for

I attended my first Church of God 
General Assembly in the old church 
which stood on the ground where the new 
local church building now stands in the 
city of Cleveland, Tenn. That was in the 
year 1919. I have been present at every 
Assembly since that time, including our 
last greatest one which convened in the 
city of Atlanta, Ga., Oct. 11 to 15, 1939. 
1939. 


I have been present in every Bishop’s 
Council, without missing a single session, 
for the past fifteen years. With this ex- 
perience I feel like I am in position to 
make a few statements. 


1939 has been my best and happiest 
year in the ministry. 1939 has been the 
banner year for the Church of God: in a 
general way. The reports show more prog- 
ress along many lines this year than ever 
before. The power and presence of the 
Holy Ghost was manifested in a great way 
in the Bishops’ Council and the Assembly. 
The entire program was arranged and 
carried out in a most efficient and im- 
pressive manner. God blessed in every 
service. The spiritual atmosphere in the 
Bishops’ Council and the Assembly was a 
blessing and an encouragement to all of 
us. 


In my opinion, another wonderful and 
gratifying feature or fact among our 
brethren now is that we have the greatest 
respect for each other’s views and keep in 
unity though we differ a little in some of 
them. This shows broad-mindedness in 
our discussions. Also, this is in harmony 
with 1 Pet. 4:8, which says, “And above 
all things have fervent charity among 
yourselves: for charity shall cover the 
multitude of sins.” This means that when 
we have the charity, mercy and broad- 
mindednes that we are supposed to have 
we can look over some things which seem 
to us to be faults in the other fellow. We 
are praying for still more of such fine 
Christian principles. 

Again I say, that in my opinion, this 
was the best and greatest Assembly we 
have ever had. Looking to the future, we 
wonder where on earth we can find a 
place large enough for our Assemblies if 
our Church keeps growing. And it is go- 
ing to keep growing until Jesus comes 
and the gates of hell cannot prevail 
against it. 

Let us all be faithful and work hard 
to make our Church and Assemblies grow 
better and greater until the time for that 
last Assembly in the skies. Meet me in the 
next General Assembly. 





The Bishops’ Council 


By F. W. LEMons 


I have been a member of the Bishops’ 
Council since 1931, and have attended 
every session since my ordination except 
one. From my observation of all the coun- 
cil meetings, I am convinced that the one 
just closed in Atlanta, Ga. was by a 
great margin the most successful and 
came nearer the New Testament standard 
than any previous one I have attended. 


It was especially noteworthy that no 


one seemed to be interested in furthering 
personal interests. There were no antago- 
nistic debates. The candidates for elec- 
tion were not ambitious but manifested a 
preference for others. It was a council in 
which the Word of God was consulted in 
what I think was the true Bible order. 
We saw the Perfect Law of Liberty in 
actual operation. In the matter of electing 
the Editor for the Evangel, Brother S. 
W. Latimer, former General Overseer and 
Editor, with a larger number of votes 
than any one else, and with every right to 
fight for re-election, very meekly 
withdrew from the race in the Spirit 
of Christ. Then after the Council 
had elected Brother E. C. Clark, and 
given him a unanimous vote for the Edi- 
torship, and after he had more thorough- 
ly reconsidered, he announced that he de- 


sired to be released from the obligation, 
stating that his heart was on the field 
and that he desired to return thither. In 
short he felt he might not be in the will 
of the Lord to accept the position as 
Editor, and requested that the Council 
elect Brother E. L. Simmons by acclama- 
tion. It was a tense moment for the coun- 
cillors, but the Spirit that had been man- 
ifest in the action of Brother Latimer was 
marvelously present this time and di- 
rected, we believe, the election of Broth- 
er Simmons. 


It is my belief that this method of 
transacting business is practicing the Per- 
fect Law of Liberty. It is when we fore- 
go rights for the sake of expediency that 
God’s approval is upon us. A new prece- 
dent has been established by two of our 
greatest leaders that proves that in their 
hearts the work of the Church comes 
ahead of personal ambition. It may be 
truthfully said of all the accomplish- 
ments of this session that “it seemed good 
to the Holy Ghost and to us.” 

When the historian writes the next 
chapter of the Church of God, the great 
climax of this decade should unquestion- 
ably be the rediscovery of the Spirit of 
Him who taught us the fine principle of 
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submitting one to another, and the un- 
selfish examples of two great leaders who 
have contributed more to keeping firm 
the faith by their examples, than could 
have been given in volumes of theologi- 
cal controversy. 





LOVE 

Text,"For God so loved the world, that 
he gave his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life,’ John 3:16. 

The above text has been quoted from 
pulpit and stand for the past nineteen 
hundred years, and yet many, yea thou- 
sands, who quote these sacred words of 
our Christ fail to visualize the impor- 
tance, the value, and the meaning that it 
sheds upon a sin-blighted world. God 
help us that we as lambs sent among 
wolves could catch a vision of the little 
word “so,” and could measure its height, 
its depth and the value it brings to us; 
the position it puts the faithful in. It is 
that God was showing His people that 
His love for His creation, that expands 
the universe, is stronger than death. The 
Father, Son, and Holy Ghost, the Trinity 
of heaven, the Godhead, agree in one, and 
it was by agreement that Christ came to 
prove His love by suffering the torture 
of death and agony to redeem the lost.

6:5, “And thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God with all thine heart, and with all 
thy soul, and with all thy might.” It is 
very sad that in this sinful stage of time 
men who profess to be Christians, even 
ministers, love their own selves more than 
they love God. Come with me and let me 
repeat. Yea, there are Holy Ghost profes- 
sors of today, who claim the highest pro- 
fession that is in reach of the posterity of 
man—HOLINESS—and_ yet will not 
suffer for their brother. 

Love will cause us to prefer our broth- 
ers, makes us to suffer one for another, 
hides faults, uncovers sin. No man loves 
God more than he loves his brother, and 
he that loves not his brother abides in 
darkness. Prayer constitutes love, and it 
is this that brings us in oneness and unity 
for God. When we give ourselves the 
more to prayer and meditation, it is then 
that our hearts are overcharged with di- 
vine love and our souls filled with joy. 
The minister whose efforts are crowned 
most is the one who lets the Spirit and 
love of God predominate his life. 

I have often heard the statement in 
the church that the services are cold and 
there is such a need for a revival. Do you 
know the trouble? There is failure to let 
brotherly love continue. There must have 
been great love in the midst of those 
saints on the day of Pentecost. Why? Be-

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Backbiting 


Let all bitterness, and wrath, and 
anger, and clamour, and evil speaking, 
be put away from you, with all malice,” 
Eph. 4:31. 

I doubt if any one is more guilty of 
this evil than I. I feel as Paul, that I am, 
or was, chief of sinners. I have spoken 
evil of my neighbors, by brethren, lay- 
men, deacons, preachers and all, but I 
was always careful not to speak evil of 
any one of them in his presence. How 
hateful and cowardly! What good did 
my criticism do? None at all; it did 
harm. If Brother Dick does something 
he ought not, what good does it do me, 
him or the church for me to go around 
complaining to Brothers Tom and Harry? 

Brethren, there is a law that when we 
magnify in our hearts the faults of others, 
there develops in us an ill feeling toward 
them. Therefore, to speak or even think 
evil of another harms one’s self. Besides 
it does Brother Dick no good for me to 
speak to others about his shortcomings. 
It injuries him with those to whom I 
speak. What I say, with possibly a little 
added by mistake, will soon work its way 
back to Brother Dick and offend him. 
Then he will have an ill feeling toward 
me. Again, he is injured, his soul is being 
poisoned and the love of God choked 
out. When I meet him he will look right 
through me and we will not feel like 
greeting each other with a holy kiss. Be- 
loved, it is easy for whole churches to be 
broken up by this evil which exists in 
some degree in most of our congregations. 

Paul says, ‘““Whatsoever things are pure, 
whatsoever things are lovely, whatsoever 
things are of good report, think on these 
things.” If we would only do this and 
leave off thinking and speaking evil of 
each other, how much faster we would 
grow. I am aware that most of us do 
things we ought not. All children do be- 


fore they are grown up. This imperfection — 


was a stumbling block to me for a long 
time. I expected to find the people in 
God’s Church without spot. When I per- 
ceived the condition I was compelled to 
withdraw, I was so perplexed. But after 


a while God blessed me with the revela- 
tion that we are mere babes born into the 
kingdom of His dear Son. Through the 
grace given us of God we are to grow up 
in Him in all things unto an holy temple. 
But we must keep the unity of the Spirit 
in the bond of peace or we will not be 
able to grow. Glory to God, how happy I 
was when I learned this and was recon- 
ciled to the brethren. Beloved, I think the 
best way to keep the unity of the Spirit 
in the bond of peace and love is to keep 
our mouths shut about each other’s short- 
comings. If we just cannot refrain and 
are qualified to reprove another, (let him 
that is free from sin cast the first stone) 
we should go directly to the person in 
error in the spirit of love and meekness 
and persuade him of his fault. An erring 
brother or sister will think more of us to 
come to them and tell them of their er- 
rors than if we went to others talking 
about them. I am persuaded a great many 
petty evils can be overcome by merely 
setting the right example. Many are un- 
able to discern the Christ-life without an 
example before them. Paul speaks of those 
who have not had their senses exercised to 
discern good and evil. 

Brethren, how sweet would be the fel- 
lowship if we never thought or spoke evil 
of each other, overlooking one another’s 
petty faults, seeking to correct them with 
a holy example. We cannot love freely, 
worship freely or feel free with those of 
whom we think or speak evil. I realize 
many times we do these things un- 
thoughtedly, not meaning any harm, but 
it does harm; it harms us, the one we 
speak to, and the one spoken of. Then 
too, it is like a habit-forming drug, the 
more we talk about folks the more we 
want to talk and the more we find to 
talk about until we become chronic fault- 
finders. And oh! how it poisons our souls 
and sours our dispositions. Beloved, let us 
cleanse ourselves of this thing. May God 
help us to overcome and bring peace, 
love, and unity to the church is my 
prayer.—Yours in the Lord, E. E. Starr, 
214 W. Oak St., Palestine, Texas.

Muvatupuzha P. O. 
North Travancore, South India 

So crowded have been our first three 
months in our new home we haven’t even 
had time to let you know about the hap- 
penings here. We have heard from some 
of our readers that you enjoy our articles 
for the papers and eagerly wait for the 
next one. We regret that we have kept 
you waiting so long, but we know you 
will realize we are here first to serve these 
people’s needs, and then as often as we 
can find time to let you know some of 
how God is rewarding your sacrifices to 
support this work with both your prayers 
and finance. So we are only pausing to 
give you a brief summary of the Lord’s 
blessings in North Travancore through 
these last three months. 

Many churches require their mission- 
aries to spend their first two years here in 
language study alone, with little, if any, 
contact with the people or evangelism 
among them. But we are very glad God 
has opened the way for us to live among 
the natives, contact them daily, learn 
their customs, listen to their many pleas 
and needs, and to evangelize among them 
along with our language study. Our study 
requires several hours a day for Malaya- 
lam, which is by no means easy, especial- 
ly since it is of Oriental structure and 
does not even use the English alphabet. 
But we have managed to visit most of 
the out-stations in this district and God 
has graciously blessed among them. Also, 
He has given us two new churches, with 
one good building, which we feel is quite 
an asset to this work. Nine have been 
baptized in water and some have received 
the Holy Ghost, for which we truly praise 
the Lord. 

Just before Brother Cook left for a 
furlough he visited this district. We and 
the native people here greatly enjoyed his 
visit. Brother and Sister Livesey, British 
Assembly of God missionaries, also came 
with him; and three other Pentecostal 
lady missionaries from Erriakulum, twen- 
ty-five miles away from here, were also 
present. We had a very gracious meeting 
and all were benefited by the messages 
from all these missionaries. Some of the 
native brethren took this opportunity to 
express their deep appreciation of Brother 
Cook’s labors among them, calling him 
their spiritual father and faithful leader. 
Their testimonies also bubbled with joy 
that God has answered their years of 
prayer for a missionary to be stationed in 
North Travancore. Many told of visions 
they had had that God would send them

joyed that their visions were realized. 
Such stirring testimonies as these reassure 
us that the same Omnipotent Hand which 
brought us from our homeland and 
guided us safely across the oceans, is still 
upon us and we rejoice to know we are 
in His will. The other night I dreamed I 
was back home in Greenville, but I was 
very sorry to be home. When I awak- 
ened how glad I was it was only a dream, 
and [ am still in India. 

This town is a like a county seat at 
home. About forty lawyers live here. We 
have made personal friends with several of 
them, both nominal Christians and Hin- 
dus. Some have made earnest inquiries 
concerning Christianity; some have at- 
tended our meetings. We were happy for 
the privilege, when Brother Livesey was 
here, of having service in the Lawyers’ 
Club Hall here, at which time about two- 
thirds of the lawyers were present. This 
service was entirely in English, as most of 
these men are college graduates, therefore, 
they have a good understanding of Eng- 
lish. We have given a copy of St. John’s 
Gospel to a leading Brahmin lawyer who 
is interested. He has just told us he has 
finished the book we gave him, made 
some important discoveries in it, and 
would like to have some more Christian 
literature from us. Do pray that the Word 
of God will find lodging in his heart, and 
in the hearts of many more heathen as 
well. 

The greatest Hindu festival of the year 
has just closed. For about a week they 
celebrated the visit from Hades of one of 
their kings! He is supposed to come at 
midnight once a year, and must find all 
his people in great joy and festivity. Of 
course, no one sees him and it is all based 
upon superstition and imagination, but 
they celebrated elaborately! Praise God 
for the privilege to tell them of the soon 
coming of our King, who is not imaginary 
in the least, but is the true and _ living 
Christ, coming in love for His redeemed 
ones! Surely His coming is nigh, and we 
must all be ready, clothed in garments of 
righteousness. The European crisis may 
hinder our correspondence from home. 
Should we not be able to keep in touch 
with you, let us all keep in constant con- 
tact with the glory-world. It is in that 
homeland that we all seek to be reunited. 
Let us all gather there without the loss of 
one. In the brief moments that are left 
us, we want to redeem this valuable time 
and the opportunities to harvest a goodly 
number more souls from this blighted 
land. What rejoicing there will be when 
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we all lay our sheaves at His precious feet 
and hail Him our Lord of lords and King 
of kings!—Your faithful laborers in In- 
dia, Hoyle and Mildred Case.

them to do, but the Young People’s En- 
deavor and the Ladies’ Willing Workers 
Band have solved this great problem and 
I thank God that the Church of God has 
a place for every one to work regardless 
of age or sex. All that is necessary for us 
to do is to realize that our time belongs to 
Him and when we do so God will take 
care that we have something to do. 

The yielded life calls also for yielded 
talents. You have often heard people say, 
“If I could just preach, I’d surely like 
to work for the Lord.” But whether you 
are a preacher or not you have a talent. 
Every man and every woman, every boy 
and every girl has a talent to work for 
God. In the parable of the talents, the 
man who had received the five and gained 
other five heard the same words from his 
master as did the one who received two 
and gained other two. It was not a mat- 
ter of what they had to begin with but 
how they used what they had. The same is 
true with us today. God does not require 
of us that which is above our ability but 
He does require of us that we use that 
talent which He has given us. It is in- 
teresting to note that in the parable of the 
talents the man who had received the one 
talent, though he “held his own,” did not 
receive any reward. Many Christians to- 
day seem to be satisfied with “holding 
their own,” but as has been shown in 
this parable, one may hold his own and 
yet be lost. So let us remember that the 
yielded life calls for yielded talents and 
if you wish to work for God when you 
are called upon to sing, to pray, or to 
teach a Sunday School class, do not make 
excuses but do your best in utilizing the 
talent that God has given you. 

The yielded life calls for a yielded will. 
The form of prayer that is a good example 
is that. one prayed in the Garden of Geth- 
semane by our Lord when He said, “‘Not 
my will but thine be done.” Often we 
have heard people pray, “Lord, make us 
as clay in the hands of the potter.” I 
wonder if we know what we are praying 
when we offer such a prayer. Clay is ab- 
solutely inanimate. It has no brains, no 
mind, no will of its own. The will of the 
clay is in the mind of the potter so that 
when we pray this prayer we are praying, 
“Lord, let my will be thy will.” We will 
not object to the kind of vessel which 
God wishes to make of us nor will we 
find fault because of the position in 
which we are placed to work, but as Je- 
sus came to do the will of God so will it 
be our will to do the will of Christ. 

Perfection can come alone through the 
yielded life as clay in the hands of the 
potter. The Christian life can not be fin- 
ished out of His hands. The Christian life 
is not finished when we become con- 
verted or sanctified, or even after we 
have received the Baptism with the Holy

Ghost. There are those things of the 
world to which we have to submit now 
but if we are true to Him and yielded to 
Him there will come a time that we will 
not have to render anything to Caesar 
but all things to God.
